Churches are ſuf- &Þ 
bm ficiently large and | 
ſumpruous, and cal- 
A ll led by the name of 
Xeſchites : in which I never 
could perceive any ſort of fancies 
or imageries(for Idolarry is held by 
them the worſt of - Wan —

bur onely theſc, or one of theſe in- 
ſcriptions following , inthe Ara- 
bick Language, There i n0 God bt 
one, 41d Mahomet his Prophet 4 or, One + 
Creator and Prophets equal : or, None 
& ſtrong as God. Then there is ſeen 
2 great abundance of burning 
Lamps, the whole Church whiced, 
the Pavement covered with Mat- 
creſſes, and on them rhe Ornaments 


of Tapeſtries. Neer the Church, 


is erected a Tower of great height, 
to the crop whereof the Prieſt aſ- 
cends before the time of Prayers, 
and with a loud voice, his ears 
ſtopped with his fingers, hethrice 
proclaims theſe words 3 God, True, 
One : which Clamour or Outcry 
( for they have no Bells) being 
heard, the Nobility, and all unbu- 
fied perſons, repair to Church, as 
bound to that devotion. Afﬀter- 
wards the ſaid Prieſt deſcending, 
prays with them , (and then they 
curn their faces cowards _— ; ) 
a 


_ h 
And this he is tyed ro do by his Of- 
fice, fivetimes day and nighr. Bur 
whoſoever cometh co theſe Pray- 
' ers, muſt waſh his hands, his feee, 
and privities, and his head thrice 
ſprinkled with water, and theſ 
words pronounced : Glory to iy Gog. 
Then, their ſhooes put off, and left 
at the Church-door, they enter in, 
ſome bare-footed , others having 
new Shooes or Socks, and ſo ten- 
derly rouch the ground. Women 
come not into Churches , as being 
not excis'd, and for feat of diſturb- 
ing mens deyotions z but meet a- 
part in ſevered places, alcogerher 
ſhut off from eyes and ears of meng 
and more feldome frequent their 
Churches, except in time of Paſſe- 
over, or Eaſter, and on Fridays 
which days, from Mahomrvet 's Tra- 
dicions, for diſtinRion and imita- 
tion, they almoſt reſpe@t as much 
as Jews their Sabbaths, or Chriſti- 
ans the Lords day. They pray

from nine a clock at nijghe till 
ewelve; andin their praying, their 
hodics are ever in great morion 


and agitation , wherewith they 


marvelouly affii& themſelves , 
with loud cryings and fierce ejacu- 
lations ; ſo as oftentimes, their 
firengths and ſpirits failing, they 
fink yato the groundzand if it hap. 
pen, ay of them conceive her felf 
wich child, ſhe then aſſures her ſelf, 
chat pregeancy proceeds from fa- 
your of the Holy Spirit, and when 
delivered, the Infants born are cal-_ 
led, Soxe, or Souls of the Holy Gho#. 
This hath beea related to me from 
their Hand-maids; forl, norever 
any. manelſe , were preſent ae that 
ſpetacle. Ar mens devotions [ 
have been often preſent wich my 
Maſter z whoſe cuſtomes are in 
manner following : in cheir prayers 
they ne'er take off (their Turbants) 
coverings of cheir heads, bur with 
the rops of their fingers gently 
couch

couch them,in token of raking them 
off, they fall upon their knees and 
often kiſs che ground : they hold it 
for great wickedneſs, to have a 
Chriſtian preſent at their myſteries, 
for they believe their Ghurches (as 
they ſay) to be polluted by men 
unwaſhed ; and that Chriſtians uſe 
not ſuch Lavatories. Every 
Church in T»rky hath a peculiar 
place for Baths and wafhings, with 
lodgings for a Prieft, Now here 
the Prieſt aſcends his Pulpit (reads 
a piece of theAlcoran,and ſomrimes 
expounds it ) and there preaches a- 
bout two hours , his Sermon end- 
ed,two boyes come vptohim,who 
progounce their prayers finging 
wich reſponſals; which Songs be- 
ing ended, the Pricſt with the 
whole People in a low voice, beat» 
ing upen their ſides, repeat theſe 
words, There « but oxe God; which 
for the ſpace of half an hour they 
do, and ſo depart. Bur this 
C3 manner

mannerof Prayers and Ceremonies 
of Preaching and ſinging , are not 
done every day, unleſs intime of 
Lent, Feſtivals, ſome Sundayes ; 
and moſt obſerve the Fridayes for 
religious worſhip. 


Of their Lent. 


T Hey keep their Lent by faſting 
one Month and one Week e- 
very Year; bur not alwayes the 
ſame : for if this Year they faſt our 
Fanuary , the next they faſt our Fe- 
bruarq, and keep on that courſe; fo 
as in twelve Years ſpace, they de- 
dicate to God (in lieu of tenths)one 
Year and twelve Weeks, Travel- 
lers and fick Perſons are excuſed 
from preſent faſtings ; but are in- 
joyned co ſupply it, by faſting ſo 
many dayes at other times. When 
they faſt, all that Day they taſte 
nothing, not ſo much as Bread or 
Water z thea the Stars appearing, 
| it 1$

it is Jawful for them to eat of all 
things which are notſtrangled, or 
Hoggs- fleſh, which they eſtcem as 
' cartion, moſt unclean, Their 
Lent being paſt , they obſerve Ea- 
ſfter for three dayes, wirh great ſo. 
lemnity, anoynting the Nails of 
their Feet and Fingers with an Oyl 
which they call Chxs, which mzkes 
thoſe Nails to ſhine like Gold, and 
with the ſame, they ſomtimes ſtain 
or colour the Hoofs and T1ils of 
Horſes. This TinQure holds very 
long, & can hardly be wip'd 2way; 
ſo,as until new Nails thruſt our the 
old, they till retain that dye ; bur 
Nails of the Hand, by frequent 
waſhing, abare in time. Women 
do not onely anoynt the Nails, 
but their whole Hands and Feer 
alſo with that Oyl. | 


) | 
Of their Circumciſion. 


T Hey Circumciſe not on the 
eighth day, asthe Fews do, 
bur when the new-born arrive ar 
the age of ſeven or eight yeers, and 
be of perfect ſpeech : the myſtery 
whereof, is from the words of con- 
feſſion required before circumcifi- 
on , which are ſome of thoſe ſen- 
tences afore: mentioned in their 
Thurches , which they repear, and 
oive afſent thereto, by hold- 
ing up the Thumbe of the right- 
Hand. The Youth tis nor for this 
myltery brought untotheir church, 
bur is circumciſed in his Parents 
Houſe. I have been often preſent 
at this ſolemnity, which is per- 
formed in manner following : firſt, 
the friends are all invited ro a feaſt, 
ſufficiently furniſhed with all ſorts 
of delicate fleſh, lawful forthem ro 
cats andalmoſt eyery where, eſpe- 
cially

cially. amoneſt the wealthier ſorr, 
an Ox is killed, bowelled, and 
flawed z in the body whereof, they 
- include a Sheep, and in that Sheep, 
aHen ; andinher, an Egge; all 
which are entirely roaſted coge- 
ther, forthe ſolemnity and fplen- 
dor of that day. Then in their 
Feaſt and time of Supper, the Boy 
that isto be circumciſed,is broughe 
ro a Phyſician skilful in thar Art, 
' who fixing between a pair of 
pinchers the fore=skin of his privie 
Member , to prevent all fear in the 
Boy, hetelleth him, that the next 
day he will circumciſe him, and ſo 
departs 3 but preſently feigning ro 
have omitted ſomerhing appertain- 
ing to this preparation, on a ſudden 
he cuteth off che fore-skin , apply- 
ing thercunto a little ſalt and bom- 
bace; and then hes called a Muſſel- 
man, that is, one Circumciſcd. Yer 
their Names are given the day of 
their Nativity, not, Circumciſion.

Afﬀcer continuance of this Feaſt for 
three dayes, the Boy with great 
pompe and ſolemnity is accompa- 
nied ro the Bathes, and being re- 
eurned co his Houſe, he is brought 
before the Gueſts, and by them 
preſented with gifts prepared for 
him ; ſome give Silver, Silken 
Veſtments ; ſome, Silver Cups, 
others, Money, and ſometimes, 
Horfe- Women preſent him like- 
wile, ſome, with Shirts, Hand- 
kerchers, and ſuch like, according 
co the ſzyeral pleaſures and abilities 
of the Gueſts, Women are not 
circumciſed, onely they confeſs 
the aforeſaid words, and ſo made 
Mnſſelmen. And if any Chriſti 
an voluntarily confeſs a Faith in' 
Mahomes, and ſuffers Circumciſion, 
(which ofcen happens,by the heavy 
yoke and burthen of their Tri- 
bute ) this Man is led through all 
the Streers and open places of the 


City , tothe grear joy and honour

of the people, with acclamations 
and ringing of Bells: him alfo 
they preſent with gifts, and after 
free him from all Tribute. For 
coverouſneſs of this profir, many 
Greeks and cAlbaxes become cir- 
cumciſed, Bur if any be forced 
thereto, as he that ſhall ſtrike or 
otherwiſe diſgrace a Muſſelman, or 
blaſpheme Mabomet , ( as it befel a 
certain Grecian Biſhop which 1 did 
ſee) that man is circumciſed, and 
hath nothing preſentedto him, yet 
ſhall be freed from Tribute as 0- 
thers circumciſed.

& 4 Heir great Mufty {as the Pope 

among Catholiks)cannot erre, 
and is the higheſt Miniſter of all 
Religious and Lay Perſons : an 
Officer of great power and truſt : 
his concluſions and ſentences in 
State and Church»affairs, are irre-

yocable ; and his perſon held in 
moſt eſteem and reverence nexc the 
Emperour : his habic moſt in green, 
being Mabomet 's colour. There 
is ſmall difference between their 
other Prieſts and Lay-men, nor 
much from the Governours of Ce- 
remonies ( ſuch as our Biſhops are ) 


neither is much learning required - 


from them : it is ſufficicnr, if they 
can read the ALCORAN and 
MUSSAPH , yet they thar 
can interpret on the Text, are e- 
ſteemed moſt learned , becauſe 
the Traditions of Mahomes are 
written in the e£Arabick, not vulgar 
Twrkiſk CharaRer , and they hold ir 
for moſt deteſtable, ro have them 
interpreted in the vulgar Lan- 
guage. Theſe Prieſts agd Gover. 
nours are eleted by the People, 
but their rewards are ſtipends for 
their labours, and paid by the 
King. They have Wives, and 
Habits like Seculars : and it their 

ſtipends 
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(t3) 
ſtipends be not ſufficient to main- 
cain thenumber of their Children, 
they orherwiſe ſupply themſelves 
by Handicrafts, and Trades, or 
whar clſe befits a Free-man ; as 
reaching Schooles, tranſcribing 
Books, gs. Ineer could ſee a+ 
mongſt them any Printers 3 but 
Paper is there very well made. 
Some make profit one way,fome a- 
> =xi as Taylors, Shooe-makers,

of their Monks. 


Hey have likewiſe Monks of 
ſeveral Orders ; but chiefly 
of rhefe rhree : the firſt have no 
propriety in any thing, they £0 al- 
moſt wholly naked , ſaving their 
privities covered with a Sheep 's 
Skin, and in cold weather they uſe 
the like ro cover their backs, their 
ſides,rtheir feet and hands, are never 
covered. They beg alms as _ 
's

of Chriſtians as Turks yz - and, Fo# 
God's ſake, Theſe Monks having 
eaten an Herbe called Maſlach, are 


poſſeſt with a kinde of fury and 


madneſs; they cut and wound their 


breſts croſs and overthwart, and 


ſo their arms, diſſembling all trou- 
ble or pain ; then clap on their 
heads, hands,and breſts,the ſpunge 
or muſhrooms of old Trees light 
burning, and not remove them till 
they are reduced toaſhes, Ano: 
ther Order I have ſeen, who go 
wich their privy part bor'd tho. 
row , anda Ring included of the 
weight of three poundTrey-weight, 
and this to preſerve chaſtity. The 
third Order is rarely ſeen abroad ; 
but remain both day and night in 
Churches, where within ſome lir- 
tle Angles they have ſmall Cabins, 
no ſhooes, veſtments; or coverings 
of the head, wearing nothing bur 
one ſhirts their exerciſe is faſts and 


prayers, that God would reveal

this ſort of Monks, the King of 
Turks uſually conſults, when he in- 
tends a motion or expedition te

Traditions. 


Hey give ſo much reſpe@R to 

| Mahomer's Traditions and Sta- 
tes, that, not onely they never 
blaſpheme GOD or his Prophet; 
(which amongſt us ſomerime hap- 
pens) but if they findethe leaſt leaf 
or ſcrowl thereof, lying on the 
gcound, they take itupand ofcen 
k1fs it, and place it on ſome ſhelves 
or chinks of wallsz affirming ira 
ſin, to ſuffer that wherein che 
Name of God, and Laws of Maboss+ 
wet are written,to be trodden under 
foot. And no man dares to ſell 
the Alcoran, and other writings of 
their Law, to any Chri#1ap, or any 
other 
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ocher differing in Religion or Faith | 
with them , left chey ſhould be 


crodden on, or touched with un- 
clean hands: and whoſoever ſhould 
ſo do, is ſeverely puniſhed. And 
in this regard they may be ſtiled 
farre more reverent then Chr:i#/- 
ans. 


Of their Schools. 


| 4 have places for InſtruQi- 
on, and Teachers both of 
Mcn and Women : in ſeveral 
Towns, Men, the Boyes , and Wo- 
men, the Girls : ſome teach Aﬀro- 
nomy, Phyfick , and ſome, the Arc 
of Poetry 3 which when they do, 
they ſpeak out with loud voyces 
and moving their hands unto their 
fides, they pronounce their mean- 
ings.

ſer quality, who command the or« 
dinary Souldiery ; and if they fail, 
being call'd co any expedition, are 
preſently puniſhed with death. He 
harh others always following him 
3s Councellors, Guardians of his 
body,everneer him;chamberlains, 
chancellors, &exacors of tribute, 
for monies and young people, with 
certainnumbers of liehr-horſe,meſ- 
ſengers,& divers others that contis 
nually follow the court. His greateſt 
ſtrength is in his Slaves, Children 
(tor the moſt part) rorn from Chri- 
ſtian Parents , with Tribure-Chil- 


dren 
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dren bred and educated in ſeveral 
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Seraglio's, Eaptives taken in War, | 
and Renegado's. Of theſe, ſome 


aretrained up, and ſerve on horſe z 


who have a double ſtipend to the 
Foot , and alwayes ready at com- 
mand, in ſtables keeping four hun- 
dred horſe rogether. The great 
body of Foot-Souldiery are che 
Janizaries, all commanded by a | 
Chief, called their Age, a perſon of | 
mighty truſt, and like importance; ' 
who hath under him divers inferi- 
our Commanders, and have Sera- 
plio's apart.
